REMARKS

CLAIM AMENDMENTS: 

Claims 23, 24, 26, 27, 29 and 30 were indicated as containing allowable 
subject matter. Final Office Action, paragraph 8. 

By this amendment, claims 24, 27 and 30 are rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening 
claims. Thus, claims 24, 27 and 30 are believed to in condition for 
allowance . 

By this amendment, claim 23 is canceled and claim 1 is amended to 
incorporate the subject matter of claim 23. Since claim 23 was indicated as 
containing allowable subject matter, claim 1 is believed to be allowable as a 
result of incorporating the subject matter of claim 23. 

Claims 2-10 and 25 are dependent on and further limit claim 1. Since 
claim 1 is believed allowable, claims 2-10 and 25 are also believed allowable 
for at least the same reasons as claim 1. 

By this amendment, claim 26 is canceled and claim 11 is amended to 
incorporate the subject matter of claim 26. Since claim 26 was indicated as 
containing allowable subject matter, claim 11 is believed to be allowable as 
a result of incorporating the subject matter of claim 26. 

Claims 12-16 and 28 are dependent on and further limit claim 11. Since 
claim 11 is believed allowable, claims 12-16 and 28 are also believed 
allowable for at least the same reasons as claim 11. 

By this amendment, claim 29 is canceled and claim 21 is amended to 
incorporate the subject matter of claim 29. Since claim 29 was indicated as 
containing allowable subject matter, claim 21 is believed to be allowable as 
a result of incorporating the subject matter of claim 29.

Claims 22 and 31 are dependent on and further limit claim 21 
claim 21 is believed allowable, claims 22 and 31 are also believed allowable 
for at least the same reasons as claim 21.
